New Hampshire’s largest construction 
project, the Portsmouth-Newington Air- 
base, was officially started on Saturday, 
July 3 at ground-breaking ceremonies at- 
tended by Federal, State and Military 
officials, and several thousand onlookers. 

James Н. Douglas, Jr., undersecretary 
of the U. S. Air Force, represented Presi- 
dent Eisenhower at the ceremonies. 


The Chief Executive headed a guest list 
crowded with notables from the national 
and state scene, incuding Defense Secre- 
tary Charles E. Wilson, Air Force Secre- 
tary Harold E.Talbot, Presidential Assis- 
tant Sherman Adams, former Granite 
State governor; Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, 
USAF, head of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand; the New Hampshire Congressional 
delegation, N. H. General Court, Gov.

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CUMMINGS TESTIFIES ON 
HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION ACT 


The Administration’s legislative proposals 
to broaden the Hospital Survey Construction 
Act (see MEMO, Feb. 1) have passed the 
House but have not yet been reported out of 
committee in the Senate. However, there do 
not appear to be any difficulties standing in 
the way of Senate passage. The bill author- 
izes funds for the extension of the previous 
Hill-Burton Act to provide assistance to states 
and communities for chronic and diagnostic 
hospital facilities, and nursing homes. 


The funds with which to carry out the pro- 
gram must be voted under separate appro- 
priation act, now being considered by a sub- 
committee of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations. Appearing before that subeom- 
mittee, AIA Secretary George Bain Cum- 
mings made the following statement: 


_.. “The American Institute of Architects 
has an historie interest in the Hill-Burton 
Act and we have a working knowledge of the 
hospital survey and construction program. 
We backed the initial legislation in 1946. То 
us this Act and its administration represent 
an outstanding example of how cooperation 
between a Federal agency and private enter- 
prise may be satisfaetorily achieved, particu- 
larly in relation to the private practice of 
the architectural profession. 


“Throughout the years of its operation, the 
Technieal Services of the Publie Health Ser- 
vice has cooperated splendidly with the archi- 
teetural profession with the result that hos- 
pitals and health centers have been designed 
and built and the science of hospital planning 
has been advanced and, most important, the 
welfare and health of the citizens of this 
eountry have been improved. Without the 
leadership of this small headquarters and 
field staff, hospital architecture would suffer 
seriously. We are informed that the ad- 
ministrative cost of the Technical Services is 
less than one-tenth of one percent of the 
total amount of work placed under contract. 
We believe this to be an enviable record. 


“Tt would seem most unfortunate to aban- 
don or curtail a service which has proved and 
is proving to be of inestimable value to the 
people of this country. 


“The head of Technical Services was giv 
an award by The American Institute 
Architects some three years ago for 
notable contribution to hospital planning a 
publie administration. 


"Tt may strike the members of this Co 
mittee as being somewhat unusual for a r 
resentative of The American Institute 
Architects to come forward and testify to 
value of an administrative bureau to a pl 
ning profession. We have continually stri 
to combat the encroachment of Fede 
bureaus in the fieldof the private practition 
In this instance, however, we do not consi 
that the Bureau has in any way encroac! 
upon the field of the private practitioner, 
on the contrary it has enlarged his field, 
by working in cooperation with the priv: 
practitioner the Bureau has achieved, not о; 
an ideal working relationship but, an accel 
ated advance in the science of hospital pl 
ning. 

“The Bureau of Technical Service has сој 
to be regarded by the profession as a necess 
as well as an assistance, a guide and a frie 

“We earnestly beseech that all conside 
tion be given to an appropriation which 
maintain a technical service which 
proved to be of such inestimable value to 
profession and to the people.”

Dodge economist George Cline Smith pre- 
cted that this boom in school construction, 
ready of long standing, would continue as 
tes and communities try to keep pace with 
creasing child population. 


"School construction," Mr. Smith said, *has 
t only grown greatly in volume, but has 
creased its importance as a segment of the 
mstruetion industry. In April of 1946, just 
er the war, construction awards for school 
d college buildings accounted for only 4 per 
t of non-residential contract awards and 1 
r cent of total construction awards. By 
ril of last year, they accounted for 20 per 
t of non-residential and 8 per cent of total 
instruction awards. In the years since then, 
ool and college buildings climbed to 26 per 
t of non-residential and 9 per cent of total 
struetion awards. 


Contract awards for school and college 
ildings have grown from a mere $9 million 
April of 1946 to $156 million in April of 
в year. The growth has been steady, with 
increase recorded in every April except one 
ce 1946. (Because of the sharp seasonal 
vements in construction, comparisons with 
corresponding month of earlier years are 
d here as the most meaningful indication 
the trend.) 


‘This trend in school construction toward 
h absolute and relative growth may be 
ected to continue. The Census Bureau 
ümates that the number of children in 
ry elementary and high school grade will 
tinue to increase each year at least until 
0, and that total enrollment will increase 
least until 1965.

“Peak growth now is in the elementary 
grades, but as time passes the squeeze will be 
felt more in the higher grades and in college. 
Continued high levels of construction will be 
necessary not only to meet the needs of grow- 
ing numbers of students but also to replace 
school buildings which become obsolete or 
unusable.”
